LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 
26 — Gov, Orval E. Faubus 
presented to a special session 
of the Arkansas Legislature to- 
day a six-point legislative pro- 
gram to avoid integration of 


Arkansas schools. The galleries 
were packed as the Governor 
was escorted into the House, 
where members of both houses 
were seated to receive his pro- 
gram. 

The measures proposed by 
the Governor, are, he said, “to 
preserve the. peace, prevent 
disorder and violence and to 
retain for the citizens of our 
state the basic right to control 
our own affairs through the 
democratic process.” 

The first proposed bill pro- 
vides for the closing of Ar- 
kansas schools under three 
conditions: . 

The first would be to main- 


tain the peace against “actual 
or impending violence” which 
endangers citizens, stu- 


dents or teachers, and provide 
for the safety of building and 
property. 

The second would be the or- 
dering of a school to integrate 
by any court and the use of 
federal force on or about the 
school grounds to enforce the 
order. 

The third would be the de- 
termination that “a general 
suitable and efficient educa- 
tional system cannot ‘be main- 
tained in any school district 
because of the integration of 
the races.”’ 

Election by People. 

This proposed measure also 
provides for the calling of an 
election within 30 days after 
the closing of any school to 
determine the wishes of the 
people as to integration. If 
they vote to open the school 
on an integrated basis, that 
will be done. Otherwise, it will 
be closed and other provisions 
made for the education of the 
children. 

The second proposed meas- 
ure would withhold state funds 
from any school closed because 
of attempted integration. It: 
provides that each child’s pro- 
portionate share of school 
funds would follow the student 
to eny other school in Arkansas 
which he might attend. This 
might be a public or a private 
non-profit school.

Boys’ Extra-Terrestrial Rocket 
Causes Qut-of-This-World Stir 


POCATELLO, Idaho, Aug. 26 
(AP)—Two teen-agers wanted 
to know how the community 
would react to a missile from 
outer space. 

Roy Bennell, 14, and Paul 
Napper, 15, went to a lot of 
trouble to make the object look 
like nothing on earth. 

A neighbor, Ruel H. Barrus, 
found it when he stepped from 
his house Saturday morning. 
The find—apparently the still- 
smoking remains of a rocket 
10 inches long and 3 inches in 
diameter—caused quite a stir. 

The boys went to police with 

their story yesterday, explain- 
ing that they became worried 
over publicity given the find. 
The police eventually let them 
go after the youths wrote an 
account of their experiment 
for the enlightenment. Ex- 
cerpts: beg? 
This rocket was purposely 
designed, in the propulsion sys- 
tem at least, to look like some- 
thing extra-terrestrial (out of 
this world). 

“The propulsion system was 


made to resemble an _ ionic 
drive type . . . something which 
has not been developed on 
earth yet. ... | 

“This experiment was pri- 
marily a psychological experi- 
ment, so see what would hap- 
pen if. the reported flying 
saucers had actually fired a 
reconnaissance missile.” 

The city had a spate of fly- 
ing saucer reports in recent 
weeks. 

The youths said they never 
actually launched the missile 
—just dug a hole and stuck it 
there. 

First, they burned the inside 
of the aluminum tube with 
nitrie acid and the outside with 
an acetylene torch, to make it 
look as if it had passed through 
the denser layers of the at- 
mosphere. Then they crumpled 
up the nose a bit, put a spring 
and a glass vial inside, inserted 
some yellow phosphorus for 
the smoke, and planted it.

Alleged Operators of 
Terre Haute Syndi- 
cate Accused of Con- 
spiracy, Evading Ex- 
cise Taxes.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 26— 
A federal grand jury here con- 
tinued its investigation of a 
Terre Haute (Ind.) gambling 
syndicate today after returning 
indictments yesterday against 
eight men, alleged operators 
of the nation-wide syndicate. 

Meanwhile United States At- 
torney Don A. Tabbert said 
evidence developed outside the 
jury room indicated one bettor 
placed $100,000 in bets with 
the syndicate on various foot- 
ball teams last fall. He did not 
name the bettor, nor say 
whether he won or lost. 

Tabbert also said “substanti- 
ally the same” number of wit- 
nesses will be subpenaed for 
the trail when it comes up. 
There were about 170 witnes- 
ses before the grand jury, in- 
cluding six St. Louisans. 

The indictments, charging 
conspiracy and federal excise 
tax evasion, named Leo Shaf- 
fer and Jules Horwick, both 
of Chicago; Philip Share of 
Minneapolis and Las Vegas; 
Irwin Gordon of Las Vegas; 
Joseph Jacobson of Indian- 
apolis; Charles L. (Bick) Sum- 
ner, former sheriff of Marion 
county (Indianapolis); James 
Tamer of Miami, and E. M. 
Wyatt of Terre Haute. 

Bond was set at $10,000 each. 
Tabbert said Tamer and Wyatt 
had not yet been taken into 
custody, but that he anticipated 
no difficulty in finding them. 


Specific Charges. 

Those named in the indict- 
ments were specifically charged 
with conspiring to evade and 
with evading $326,315 in the 
10 per cent excise tax on gross 
wagering receipts of $3,263,- 
150. The syndicate operated 
above the Manor Restaurant in 
Terre Haute for 10 weeks last 
fall before it was raided by 
agents of the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 

One count in the indictment 
charged each of the eight with 
conspiracy; three counts 
charged excise tax evasion for 
each of the three months the 
syndicate allegedly operated 
and a fifth count charged them 
with failing to register as a 
syndicate and buy a $50 federal 
wagering stamp.

45 - Foot - Deep Excava- 
tion, 66-Inch Pipe at 
Edge Are Hazardous 
Attractions to Them. 


A 45-foot-deep sewer exca- 
vation with culvert pipe piled 


close to its edge has become 
an irresistible but hazardous 
playground for children living 
on the near North Side, work- 
men on the project said today. 

About 20 youngsters, ranging 
in age from 8 to 12, gather al- 
most daily, workers said, to play 
perilously close to the edge of 
the sewer excavation at Sixth 
and O’Falion streets. 

With characteristic daring, 
the children clamber atop sec- 
tions of concrete sewer pipe 
66 inches in diameter. They 
then will teeter on the edge to 
look down into the hole where 
the pipe is to go, the workmen 
said. 

Dashing in and out of the 


concrete tubing, their feet 
skidding on loose dirt at 
the edge of the steep side of | 
the excavation, the boys and 
girls also will play tag. Just 
behind the pipe a 10-foot high 
mound of dirt has been trans- 
formed into a slide. Youngsters 
scoot down it, sometimes al- 
most to the edge of the excava- 
tion, workmen said. 

Some vandalism has been re- 
ported at the site of the excav- 
ation, being dug to carry a 
storm-water sewer beneath an 
extension of the Mark Twain 
Expressway.

SCHOOL DISTRICT IS DENIED 
COPIES OF PLEA FOR AUDIT 


State Attorney General John 
M. Dalton ruled yesterday that 
State Auditor Haskell Holman’s 
office does not have to supply 
the Ferguson-Florissant R-2 
school district with photostatic 
copies of a taxpayers’ petition 
for an audit of the district's 
books.

Union Electric Co. plans to 
build a huge reservoir on the 


top of Mount Proffet in Rey- 
nolds county if the site is 
found to be satisfactory for a 
“pumped-storage”’ hydro-elec- | 
tric plant, it was announced | 
today. 

Mount Proffet, near Lester- 
ville, Mo., is 85 miles south- 
west of St. Louis and is one 
of the highest points in the 
state. 

In addition to the reservoir 
on top of the mountain, the 
company would construct one 
at a lower level by damming 
the east fork of the Black river 
and Tom Sauk creek. The com- 
pany has signed purchase con- 
tracts for 1240 acres of land, 


including the top of Mount 
Proffet. 
A “pumped-storage” plant 


uses water from a high level 
reservoir during peak demand 
periods, then, by using a steam 
generator, reverses the process 
during slack periods, a com- 
pany spokesman said.

He pointed out that 
the Fukien coast opposite For- 
mosa was an impossible route 
for invasion of the Chinese 
mainland, and that the impor- 
tance of the islands to the Red 
Chinese as a jumping-off point 
for invasion of ‘Formosa was 
negligible. 

No Usable Roads. 

There were no railroads and 
no usable roads. The ground 
rises sharply into rugged moun- 
tains. The only means of move- 
ment of large loads into the 
interior were two rivers 125 
miles apart. 

The Matsus are opposite the 
mouth of the Min river. Up the 
river a few miles is the small 
city of Foochow. Quemoy is 
within Amoy harbor. Both 
groups of islands are in the 
territorial waters of Red Chi- 
na. Neither group is consid- 
ered to be of great importance 
to be held to prevent a Red 
invasion of Formosa. 

It was declared in the pre- 
vious crisis that the islands 
must be held for the sake of 
Nationalist morale. Today there 
is some discussion of the need 
to hold them for the sake of 
United States prestige in the 
Far East. But, in general, 
Ridgway’s thesis of 1954 is 
now accepted by most military 
authorities. 

The United States has, by 
implication, committed itself to 
the defense of the islands. The | 
policy of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles has been to 
keep Red China in doubt about 
whether the United States will 
help defend the islands. 


Position Not Clear. 


He warned the Red Chinese 
again last Saturday that any 
effort to seize them would con- 
stitute a “threat to the peace” 
in that area. This is still an 
unclear position and discloses 
nothing of United States inten- 
tions. 

In September 1954 the Reds 
shelled Quemoy heavily for a 
few days. They have done the 
same thing again in the past 
four days, but this: time in 
much greater amount. Since 
the completion of the railroad 
to Amoy they are able to bring 
in, without difficulty, all the 
ammunition and other supplies | 
needed. 

The dozen or so airfields 
north and south of Quemoy are 
now being used by Soviet MIG- 
17 fighters in support of the 
bombardmem. The MIG-17 is 
a transonic fighter superior in 
performance to the Nationalist 
F-84s and F-86s. It is inferior 
to the United States F-100. The 
United States has squadrons of 
F-100s rotating for training on 
Formosan airfields. The MIG- 
17 is also inferior to the best 
carrier fighters on board the 
three assault carriers of the 
Seventh Fleet.

Where Compass Won’t Work. 


The system also helped the 
Nautilus to glide safely and 
accurately through waters near 
the North Pole where conven- 
tional compasses become er- 
ratic and cannot be relied on.

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Is Depletion Fair? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The 2712 per cent depletion al- 
lowance in the matter of crude oil 
production is not an allowance 
granted by the United States 
Treasury nor is it a loophole. 

This is a tax provision incor- 
porated by Congress into the basic 
tax structure of our Government. 
Oil and gas in the ground has a 
definite capital value. This capital 
value is based upon two things: 

1. The open market cost of 
purchasing oil and gas in place. 
This varies as does any other 
competitive market. Over all it 
can be fairly stated that anyone 
seeking to purchase oil and gas 
in the ground will have to pay 
for that oil and gas in place at 
least $1 a barrel 

2. The cost of discovering and 
producing a barrel of crude or 
cubic feet of gas. Ample and con- 
clusive statistics are available 
showing that the cost of finding 
and producing a barrel of crude 
oil today approaches in most areas 
of this country the market price 
of that barrel. In the Illinois 
basin, with which I am familiar, it 
is costing $3 a barrel. 

Income tax laws have treated 
the withdrawal of oil and gas 
from the ground as income. In 
other words, it is a capital tax, 
hence the action of Congress 
down through the years in up- 
holding the justification for the 
27% per cent allowance. 

The question then arises as to 
whether or not the 27% per cent 
rate is equitable and fair. Based 
upon the two factors mentioned 
above, the open market purchase 
value of oil in place being a dollar 
a barrel, the depletion allowance 
should be $1 over $3, which is 
the market value of a barrel of 
crude. In this instance the deple- 
tion should be 3343 per. cent. In 
the Illinois basin where costs ex- 
ceed the market price per barrel, 
depletion allowance should be 100 
per cent rather than 27% per 
cent.

The Election-Year Congress 


Behind the customary back ad- 
journment rituals of the Eighty Con- 
gress was the honest belief of most members 
that they had been extraordinarily produc- 
tive. In fact, this Congress did gompile a 
remarkable record. 

This was the Congress which admitted 
Alaska to statehood, reorganized the Defense 
Department, established a new space agency 
and also a new aviation agency, required 
public reports on welfare funds, limited the 
secrecy of official agencies, prompted strong- 
er effort on ballistic missiles, provided at 
least some federal aid to education, and met 
an inflationary recession by increasing high- 
way spending but refusing to lower taxes. 


This was a Congress which gave President 
Eisenhower a considerable share of each af 
his three imperatives: defense reorganization, 
reciprocal trade extension and renewed for- 
eign aid. The last measure, passed in the 
final hours, symbolizes much of the record. 
The President got most of what he wanted, 
but Congress was not uncritical of his policy. 
For nearly the first time, it reduced military 
aid considerably.

Of course, this was also a Congress which 
did not accomplish things it might have done: 
Hawaiian statehood, a presidential succession 
law, labor reforms. But it also did not do 
some things which were better left undone, 
including a new natural gas grab act, and 


"legislative curbs on the Supreme Court. 


The constructive accomplishments are the 
more remarkable because of two old political 
theories, which are that partisan politics hin- 
ders legislation in an election year, and that 
a President lacks congressional co-operation 
during his final term in the White House. 


Leaders in this Congress acted largely as if 
they believed a good legislative record would 
have more appeal at the November polls than 
a partisan record. The result makes it diffi- 
cult for the two parties to take full credit or 
give full blame for what happened..: 

For example, Republican speakers already 
are blaming the Democratic majority in the 
House for the death of the labor reform bill. 
The Democrats did try to force this bill 
through without amendments. But before the 
Republicans exonerate themselves from culpa- 
bility, they must consider that their Senate 
leaders had accepted the bipartisan measure, 
yet their House votes helped to kill it. 


As for the theory of last-term presidential 
weakness, that is based on the assumption 
that a Chief Executive loses influence with 
his own party when he begins to surrender 
control over patronage and will no longer 
carry the party flag into an election. But 
this Congress was not directed by the Presi- 
dent’s own party. : 

If Old Guard Republicans had been in 
charge, several major votes would have gone 
against the President’s program. But the 
Democratic leadership showed itself to be 
more in accord with Mr. Eisenhower's “mod- 
ern Republicanism” than many Republicans. 

Under these circumstances, who gets credit, 
who gets blame? The Administration may 
claim that it achieved its program, but Con- 
gress may claim that it approved that pro- 
gram and more. The Republicans: may ac- 
cuse the Democratic majority for lapses in 
the record but, if so, the Democrats may 
assume credit for all the successes. 

Realistic or not, partisan contentions are 
inevitable in a .congressional election year. 
The independent voter will regard them with 
a cold and fishy eye, and concentrate on how 
his own members of Congress voted on crucial 
issues. As an aid to such inspection, the 
Post-Dispatch reprints under the cartoon to- 
day the first of three reports on how St. 
Louis Representatives voted in the two ses- 
sions of the Eighty-fifth Congress. 


Small Case of Giantism 


A year ago a team of undersized (by Amer- 
ican standards) underprivileged (by the 
same) little Mexican boys scraped together 
enough money to go to Texas for a Little 
League baseball tournament, and won so 
much support that they were enabled to go 
on to win the championship, whereupon they 
were given an ovation on their return to 
Monterrey. This year the same group of Little 
Giants have done the unprecedented and 
won the championship again by defeating 
the Kankakee, Ill, Yankees, by 10 to 1. It 
is not often that Giants. defeat Yankees. We

In the State of Alaska 


Alaska’s official vote on statehood brings 
to an end nearly two decades of struggle dur- 
ing which the territory's voters have repeated- 
ly affirmed their desire for admission. These 
earlier votes were cast when the prospect of 
realizing statehood seemed none too close. 
Now the ballots pass on Congress’s act of 
admission, on the boundary and land pro- 
visions of that act, and on the setting up 
of a state government and representation in 
Congress. 

Salmon-packing and shipping industries 
continued to oppose statehood because. they 
saw in it an end to their bonanza of colonial 
exploitation. Some smaller business men fear 
higher taxes and the rising living costs that 
come with boom times. But there can hardly 


be a doubt in the mind of anyone, for or’ 


against statehood, where Alaska’s future lies 
and where the tide of history is moving. 
There no doubt may be some growing pains 


from territorial status to statehood, but the. 


growing up will be more than worth it. 


The Amvets Stand Fast 


Those persons who have always accepted 
the belief that all veterans’ groups are “grab- 
bag patriots” ‘should note one outstanding 
action of the Amvets national convention 
here. The 3000 delegates shouted down a 
motion to hear a bonus proposal. 


The Amvets, one of the smaller organiza- 


tions to grow out of World War II, has con- 
sistently voted against any bonus grab. Larger 
groups of veterans have repeatedly sought 
the bonus. It is too bad that Amvets do not 
have a membership of more than 120,000, but 
the group has pursued sound policy more 
than mass membership. This has held the 
organization together when more powerful 
groups were losing members.

lieves and stands for is evidenced by the fact

But if strategy is concerned with 
proximity, then Quemoy and Matsu are better 
situated as outposts than as defense bases. 


In 1954, Gen. Matthew Ridgway was re- | 


ported to believe that the two islands should 
not be included in the Formosa defense ring. 
Today they are not specifically in our defense 
ring nor excluded from it. They still consti- 
tute a danger zone sufficient to threaten 
peace, Mr. Dulles says, yet insufficient for 
the risk of open war. 


Hoffa’s Own Judges 

Trees are supposed to be judged by their 
fruits; but sometimes a good guess can be 
made by examining their seeds and the 
ground in which ‘they are planted. That is 
why Teamster James R. Hoffa’s appointment 
of an “anti-racketeering commission” to in- 
vestigate accused members of his union has 
been received with utmost skepticism — to 
use the mildest possible term. 

No doubt, Hoffa and his advocates will see 
“pre-judgment” in the sharp comments of 
Senator McClellan; but the Senator has 
listened to quite a few Teamster witnesses 
and has some stark and widely shared opin- 
ions of the union’s bosses. 

Even more important is the reaction of at 
least two of the three court-appointed moni- 
tors of the union. They see the Hoffa “com- 
mission” as an attempt to escape their sur- 
veillance, and they are going to find out 
from Judge Letts in New York whether it 
may not be illegal. 

The public, disregarding legalistic and 
political aspects, asks quite simply: Why, if 
Hoffa wants a union clean-up, did he find it 
necessary to create his own examining body? 
The work of the McClellan committee and 
of the monitors would seem to make a third 
investigating, group about as unnecessary as 
a bald man’s third comb. 

The personnel of Hoffa’s “commission” is 
not especially impressive. With all due re- 
spect, former Senator George Bender of Ohio 
does not have a strong background in labor 
affairs. F. Joseph Donohue was a price con- 
trol enforcer and earlier a Justice Department 
prosecutor who prosecuted just one case— 
against West Coast labor leader Harry 
Bridges. While the third member, Ira W. 
Jayne, is a law teacher and a former judge, 
his business relations with a former Hoffa 
associate might have induced him to decline 
to serve as an unofficial judge of Hoffa 
associates. 

If Hoffa really wants to clean up his union 
as well as his own reputation, he is free to 
use his own methods, provided they are 
speedy and thorough. But it is doubtful that 
tH® public will regard his new “commission” 
as a great help to the work already under- 
taken by Congress and the courts. 


Cut and Tailored to TV 


Tailor and Cutter, the British men’s fashion 
magazine, which takes a rather prissy attitude 
toward laxity in dress for good sound busi- 
ness reasons, is appalled by the British Broad: 
casting Cérp.’s decision that television an- 
nouncers may wear business suits instead of 
dinner jackets, With a genteel, well-dressed 
shudder it envisions the horrid prospect of 
“television employes sitting with their braces 
dangling, or with collars off, and the shiny 
end of a brass-collar stud dangling at us.” 

The British fortitude toward the dinner 
jacket is a legend on which the sun never 
gets. It has survived the rigors of tropical 
heat, malaria, mosquitoes, and the deplorable 
customs of dress prevailing among some na- 


tivé tribes’ We doubt, though, that it was. 


destined to survive the rigors of television. 
The presiding genius of that medium is that 
it reaches people who came as they were. 
What. more natural than that the speaking 
shadow should respond in kind by coming, 
within reason, dressed as he is? 


Helicopters on the Horizon 

The establishment of scheduled helicopter 
service in and out of Lambert-St. Louis Field 
seems certain to come before too long. Two 
weeks ago the Department of Defense re- 
ceived permission to set up a heliport at 
Twelfth and Spruce. streets and this week 
Remmert-Werner Inc. announced it was going 
to establish helicopter service on a contract 
and pick-up basis with its own heliports. 

It is to be hoped that Remmert-Werner is 
right in its expectation that commercial con- 
tracts, serving as the backbone of the opera- 
tion, will make it possible for the company 
to offer the taxi service on a fairly broad 
scale to the general public. Thus far heli- 
copter service has not proved too successful 
even in cities where it is subsidized with mail 
contracts. 

The examples of the Army helicopter serv- 
ice for defense and military officials and the 
Remmert-Werner venture should do much to 
popularize the idea. A six-to-eight-minute hop 
through the air is certainly preferable to a 
45-minute bus or taxi ride. St. Louis might 
be the first city to .make a A helicopter 
service without any mail subsidy.

mént plan. He has been top 
man at G.M. since Feb. 2, 1953, 
when his predecessor, Charles 
E. Wilson, resigned to become 
Secretary of Defense in Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's cabinet. 
Curtice has been one of the 
highest paid corporate execu- 
tives in the United States. In 
1957 he was paid a total of 
$621,100 in salary, directors 
fees, cash and stock bonuses. 
While Curtice did not hold 
the post of chairman—that of- 
fice has-been held by Albert 
Bradley, 67, who also is retir- 
ing next Monday—he has been 


the company’s principal spokes- || 
man. His expected retirement | 


was announced following a 
board meeting in New York.

The board announced also a 
realignment of its top govern- 
ing committees.

Donner, a graduate of the 
University of Michigan, joined 
G.M.’s financial staff as an ac- 
countant in 1926.

TASS SAYS U.S.

MOSCOW, Aug. 26 — Tass 
charged yesterday that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s offer to sus- 
pend nuclear weapons tests de- 
liberately left “a wide loophole 
for the resumption of tests.”’ 

Continuing its criticism of 
the Western proposal, the of- 
ficial Soviet news agency ex- 
pressed suspicion of the pro- 
vision that an agreement to 
forego tests would be renewed 
yearly provided progress is 
made in other disarmament 
problems. 

It implied that this condition 
had been included in the pro- 
posal at the insistence of the 
Pentagon. Tass said that at 
least a year would be needed 
to prepare a new series of 
tests and therefore the Penta- 
gon was not upset by the idea 
of the temporary suspension. 

The agency showed dissatis- 
faction with the date of Oct. 
31 which President Eisenhower 
proposed for the start of ne- 
gotiations with Russia and for 
simultaneous suspension of 
United States tests. It said that 
this is precisely the time that 
the current series of American 
and British tests would be 
completed.

PARISIAN fashion designers 
couldn't agree on skirt lengths 
for fall, but there is no dissen- 
sion among them regarding 
high waistlines.

THE FAMOUS STORY of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde was, 
to be sure, a fanciful tale that 
had no basis in reality. Yet if 
Robert Louis Stevenson were 
writing today, he might be fas- 
cinated by the relationship that 
scientists are discovering be- 
tween drugs and the mind. 

In fact, a kind of temporary 
insanity can actually be pro- 
duced by having a volunteer 
drink a glass of water contain- 
ing a few drops of a certain 
chemical. 

Several years ago scientists 
at the National Institute or 
Mental Health became inter- 
ested in a drug called lysergic 
acid. It produced a condition 
similar to the early stages of 
schizophrenia, a common ‘orm 
of mental illness. 

Lysergic acid is closely re- 
lated in its chemical proper- 
ties to serotonin, a hormone 
found in the brain. This hor- 
mone is important in the trans- 
mission of nervous impulses in 
the complicated brain “net- 
work.” This raises the ques- 
tion: Will further study reveal 
that something goes wrong in 
the delicate chemical balance 
of patients who show signs of 
mental disturbance. 

Meanwhile, there is consid- 
erable evidence that the blood 
of patients suffering from 

schizophrenia contains a sub- 
stance that can induce strange 
behavior. In an experiment at 
Tulane University, this sub- 
stance was injected into «a 
group of healthy volunteers, 
producing symptoms similar to 
those found in the mentally ill. 

The effect wore off, but 
while it lasted researchers were 
able to correlate the symptoms 
with the amount of the mys- 
terious substance circulating in 
the blood. 

A more recent experiment at 
the University of Kansas also 
isolated a blood chemical from 
the insane and injected the 
serum into rabbits. They re- 
sponded with abnormal be- 
havior that could only be called 
“‘hare-brained.” 

Still another scientist in 
Sweden found an excess of a 
certain enzyme, ceruloplasmin, 
in the blood of many deranged 
patients. While this susbstance 
appears in large amounts in 
certain other conditions beside 
mental illness, it may be an- 

other link between body chem- 
istry and the mind. 

At Worcester Foundation in 
Worcester, Mass., studies have 
been conducted on disturb- 
ances of the adrenal gland. 
This gland produces a variety 
of hormones, including adrena- 
lin, the powerful chemical that 


“races the motor” of the human 
body. At least two of the prod- 
ucts resulting from the break- 
down, or metabolism, of adren- 
alin are capable of producing 
derangements in the healthy 
mind. Can it be that some peo- 
ple are born with an impaired 
ability to metabolize adrenalin? 

All of these experiments are 
weather vanes pointing in the 
direction of a possible biochem- 
ical factor in the development 
of mental illness. If it can be 
proved, there is hope that 
drugs will be found to restore 
the body chemistry to a normal 
balance. 


MEANWHILE, a long step 
has been taken in recent years 
through the use of tranquilizer 
drugs. Chlorpromazine, a syn- 
thetic developed in France in 
1951, and reserpine, a alkaloid 
isolated in 1952 from an Indian 
shrub called snakeroot or Rau- 
wolfia serpentina, have proved 
effective in calming the men- 
tally ill and making them more 
amenable to psychotherapy. 

hile these drugs are not re- 
garded as cures by any means, 
their use has enabled many pa- 
tients to leave the hospital and 
return to their homes. 

A study at Baylor University 
Medical Center showed that 88 
per cent of those treated with 
chlorpromazine recovered suf- 
ficiently to be discharged, as 
against 61 per cent treated with 
insulin therapy and 49 per 
cent with electric shock. 

But these results are based 
on treatment of the mentally 
sick. The widespread use of 
tranquilizers for the general 
public is a horse of a different 
color—and one that ‘most psy- 
chiatrists would like to see 
tied up more securely in the 
barn. 

Yet last year some 35,000,000 
tranquilizer prescriptions were 
given, mostly by family doc- 
tors. Of course, most of these 
were for milder drugs than 
those used in mental hospitals. 
Still, according to the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association, 
there is potential danger in the 
repeated and casual use of 
tranquilizers for everyday ten- 
sions and worries. 

An interesting sidelight on 
the efficacy of tranquilizers is 
revealed in a study reported 
by Dr. Herbert Koteen of the 
New York Hospital and Cor- 
nell Medical College. In a 
“double-blind test” with 25 
patients, Dr. Koteen handed 
out 37 bottles of a well-known 
tranquilizer and 36 bottles of 
placebo (the medical name for 
a dummy or sugar pill.) During 
the experiment, neither the 
doctor nor the patient knew 
the nature of the contents of 
any bottle. The tranquilizer 
was given in the dosage pre- 
scribed by most physicians. 


Group recreation is an important factor in treating the mentally disturbed. 


Later, when results were 
analyzed, it was found that the 
placebo had brought about just 
as much “improvement” as the 
tranquilizer. 

In our search for a drug to 
ease the mind, we must re- 
member to treat people like 
adults capable of mature be- 
havior, not babies pleading for 
a pacifier. 


A CHRISTMAS PRESENT I 
received five years ago is 
among my most cherished pos- 
sessions. It is a pottery vase of 
exquisite design, made by a 
friend of mine while she was a 
patient in a mental hospital. 

To me, the vase represents 


-~hope—hope of recovery for 


thousands of others like Mar- 
tha. For enclosed with the gift 
was a note: “Yes, it’s really a 
Merry Christmas! Tomorrow, 
I’m going home, to stay.” 

Earlier, I had watched this 
girl slowly lose her mind. Re- 
bellious and resentful, she had 
ignored all entreaties to seek 
help. There was nothing wrong 
with her! Yes, she was “tem- 
permental,” she admitted. But 
aren't most artists? If only 
these people in New York 
would give her a chance in- 
stead of jealously persecuting 
her! Why, they even sent spies 
to follow her. They were afraid 
she might steal some of their 
clients. 

Later, she left New York and 
returned to her home town in 
the Midwest. By this time she 
had retreated so far from the 
world of reality that her par- 
ents, bewildered and panic- 
stricken, immediately sought 
medical help. Within a few 
weeks, she was placed in a men- 
tal hospital. 

Martha’s story had a happy 
ending, thanks to skilled and 
sympathetic treatment. But 
watching her through the vari- 
ous stages of her experience 
brought home to me an impor- 
tant fact: She was suffering 
from an illness, not from some 
shameful and mysterious 
stigma. 

Even in the hospital, she was 
still the pleasant, talkative girl 
I had known earlier, and when 
she introduced me to some of 
the other patients, they were 
quiet and polite. They were 
not the wild, demented crea- 
tures that some people think 
are found in all mental hos- 
pitals. They were sick, to be 
sure, but they were in a hos- 
pital because they were trying 
to get well. 

Dramatic progress has been 
made since the days when 
straitjackets and padded cells 
were routine procedure. The 
mental institution is now truly 
a hospital where patients are 
given treatment, not mere cus- 
todial care. 

Shock treatment is still wide- 
ly used for certain cases. But 
drugs are proving increasingly 


A Look Behind The Tears By Fulton J. Sheen 


A CROCODILE has tear 
glands, but a crocodile never 
sheds tears; a hyena has its 
mouth open, but a hyena never 
laughs. The tear ducts in the 
animals are for the sake of lu- 
bricating the eye balls, but not 
for expressing grief. Beasts are 
divided from man by tears and 
laughter. Both have to do with 
the soul rather than the body. 


The dictionary defines a 
tear as “a drop of limpid 
fluid secreted by the lacry- 
mal gland, appearing in or 
flowing from the eye, chiefly 


: “Forget 
the grief; man was made to 
eat, drink and be merry.” 


But somehow or other just 
as the clouds portend the rain, 
so too does grief issue in tears. 
Their laboratory is the heart; 
they are merely the external 
and visible sign of something 
deeper and invisible, a kind of 
sublimation of woe, the pre- 
diction of a grief, the dilation 
of a loss which only the mind 
can conceive. Behind every 
tear is an idea. The tears of 
an infant, which are hotter 
than the tears shed later on in 
life, come from the broken toy,

the pang of hunger or the 
thwarted egotism which the 
child has not yet learned to 
control. Then there are the 
tears of parting as when the 
Ephesians wept at the de- 
parture of Paul, “grieving over 
what he had said about never 
seeing his face again”; tears of 
the lover when, having given 
his heart away, finds that it is 
not returned with garnished 
love, but jilted and broken; 
tears of the mother who sees a 
young life shipwrecked no 
sooner than it is launched on 
the sea of life, or else later on 
having a wayward son and 
wishing that the tears could 
have been shed earlier when an 
innocent life took its leave and 
departed; tears of penitents 
like Peter, who so wept for 
having denied Lord that 
urrowed with 
pend tracks of grief and contri- 


Tears were consecrated and 
made sacred when Christ, the 
God-man wept three times: 
once over death, in the case of 
Lazarus, once over the decay 


of civilization when He wept 
over Jerusalem, and once for 
the sins of men as He crim- 
soned the olive roots of Geth- 
semane with tears of blood. In 
contrast to this compassionate 
love for the ills and woes of 
men which sin had brought, the 
ancient poet could fix no worse 
epithet on Pluto than: “he was 
a person who could not weep.” 


Tears are not without value 
provided one sees a purpose 
behind their shedding. As 
the morning rose is sweetest 
when embalmed with dew, 
so “love is loveliest when en- 
balmed in tears.” Many a 
person sees God through 
tears more often than in the 
sunlight; in fact, tears may 
leave the vision of the eyes 
clear for stars. There is 
such a thing as Crashaw de- 
scribed as “sweetness so sad, 
and sadness so sweet.” 


But not only do tears make 
hearts realize that the happi- 
ness for which we yearn is not 
here; they make us look beyond 
to another world where tears 
shall be wiped away when “He 
shall wipe every tear from 
their eyes, and there will be 
no more death, or mourning, or 
cries of distress, no more sor- 
row; those old things have 
passed away.”

helpful. Sometimes they are 
used merely to calm the over- 
active, disturbed patient so that 
he can talk about his problems 
more freely to the psychiatrist. 
But drugs are also making it 
possible to discharge patients 
in greater numbers, thus mak- 
ing more space available in the 
badly overcrowded hospitals. 

For those who do not require 
full-time care, some hospitals 
are now running “day” and 
“night” shifts. At the Hudson 
River Day Hospital, for exam- 
ple, run by New York State, a 
housewife may get daily treat- 
ment, including consultation 
with a therapist and recrea- 
tional or occupational therapy, 
then return home in time to 
get dinner for her family. 


At the Montreal General 
Hospital in Canada, the plan 
includes both day and night 
services. It is working out 
especially well for business 
men and other wage-earners 
who are well enough to keep 
their jobs but still require help 
if they are to continue func- 
tioning. 


MOST PEOPLE in mental 
hospitals are suffering from 
what doctors call a “psychosis.” 
It is what lawyers often term 
“insanity.” It can happen to the 
brilliant, the average or the 
dull. 


A survey of ill patients from 
6 to 59 years at the New York 
State Psychiatric Institute re- 
vealed that 71 per cent had 
IQs above 110; only 14 per cent 
tested below 90. 

While there seems 
hereditary basis for a Pl ond 
such as schizophrenia or manic- 
depressive psychosis, scientists 
are not ready to make any 
sweeping statements. Some psy- 
choses are related to brain 


such as tumor, syphilis, blood 
clot or hardening of the brain 
arteries. 

But outside of mental hos- 
pitals there are hundreds of 
thousands of men and women 
in that “twilight zone” between 
mental health and mental ill- 
ness, suffering from a variety 
of symptoms that doctors call 
a “neurosis.” They may show 
signs of anxiety, fear, depres- 
sion, nervousness, aggression. 
Their troubles may find expres- 
sion in broken marriages, loss 
of jobs, excess drinking or even 
crime or suicide. 

For these people, psycho- 
therapy can often do wonders. 
This may involve a series of 
consultations with a psychia- 
trist, just a good talking-out of 
their hidden fears and worries. 
plus some medication to relieve 
insomnia, depression or ten- 
sion. Or it may require com- 
plete psychoanalysis. 


While psychoanalysis still has 
an air of mystery to some peo- 
ple, it can be a godsend to 
troubled minds, As one patient 
explained: 

“It was Iike waking up in 
the middle of the night with 
some strange banging on the 
window, then finding it was 
just a tree branch blowing in 
the wind. That’s the way psy- 
choanalysis seemed to me. It 
revealed the nature of my fears 
and then I was able to face 
them.”

Dear Martha: 

THERE ARE TWO YOUNG MEN of my acquaintance, 
both single, clean-cut, nice looking, with high moral 
standards. Both are from nice homes, neither smokes nor 
drinks, and are above average in intelligence. They are 
having the same problems as “Perplexed” and “Perplexed 
Also” in meeting eligible young people in their age bracket. 
They have joined many clubs but most of the girls are 
too young. Why couldn't a group of young people in their 
mid-twenties and up organize a club so they could meet 
other young people their age? This is just a suggestion 
from another 28-year-old. JUST WONDERING 


They certainly could form their own club if 
they wished, although there are some in the St. 
Louis area where I know they would be welcomed. 
I have such a list of clubs for young people—as 
well as lists of groups for those in the 30-to-50 
bracket and senior citizens—which I wil] gladly 
mai] to readers who inclose a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope with their request. However, it’s 
quite easy for young people to organize their own 
group. I remember one such group which started 
with six members of a young adults Sunday School 
class. They kept bringing in newcomers until they 
had a friendly crowd of 40 to 50, and several of 
the couples within the crowd later married. A few 
of the girls, who were good friends, started having 
quite informal get-togethers in their homes on 
Sunday evening, inviting first one newcomer, then 
adding another the next time. They would drive 
by for the guest and make her feel a part of the 
group. They would keep on the lookout at church 
for other strangers and welcome them in. Gradu- 
ally, the newcomers began to bring their own 
friends te the Sunday Schoo] class and, with the 
help of an enthusiastic teacher, the class outgrew 
the largest quarters the church could offer.. Other 
than the church, I would suggest the Y.M.C.A. and 
Y.W.C.A. If a stranger will get in touch with me, 
giving age and special interests, I will see to it that 
his or her name is given to a congenial group of 
young people and that the welcome mat will be out.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Segregation Issue 


DELAWARE, O., Aug. 26. 

IT SEEMS UNTHINKABLE that Gov. Faubus of 
Arkansas should have reiterated, as he did some days ago, 
his stand on integration in the state’s school system. The 
Governor knows quite well that he would not be forced to 
use state troops to enforce a Federal Court order if he him- 
self led the compliance and insisted that as long as the 
Constitution had been interpreted by the proper authority, 
the Supreme Court, it must be lived up to. 

This has been done in other states; it can be done in 
Arkansas. Arkansas, in fact, was known in the past for 
being ahead of other Southern states. They allowed Ne- 
groes to enter their universities when other Southern states 
held back. They did it, too, without any notice being taken 
of it—quietly and in matter-of-fact fashion, as if comply- 
ing with the law was the normal, usual procedure of good 
citizens. 


The President has spoken very clearly on what 
he thinks is his duty in this matter. I believe the 
governors of our states have an obligation to reco- 
ognize the fact that the President and the Consti- 
tution of the United States are higher authorities 
than any individual state. 


A FEW DAYS AGO I attended a special showing of 
Stanley Kramer’s new motion picture, “The Defiant Ones.” 
The previous evening I. had presented Sidney Poitier with 
the Berling award for his magnificent performance in this 
film, and I was therefore much interested to see him in 
the role which had won him this distinction. He certainly 
is a superb performer and deserves Newsweek's charac- 
terization of him as “the country’s finest Negro actor.” 

The story itself is dramatically done. Although I did 
not find it always completely convincing, the story does 
show that two human beings can come to look upon each 
other as fellow men, not as a Negro or a white man. In 
the present circumstances, I wonder if this film will reach 
the South. That is where it ought to be played; but I sup- 
pose even the superb acting of Tony Curtis and Mr. Poitier 
will not induce Southern moviegoers to see something 
which forces them to recognize a reality. But it will do us 
good in the North, too, so I am glad to hear that it will be 
shown in many cities all over the country. 


I WENT BACK to Hyde Park on Thursday afternoon 
after a busy day in New York. This was my last weekend 
in the country until after I return from abroad in the early 
days of October. 


As always seems to happen, I am deluged at 
the last minute with things I should have done 
long beforehand! There were people to see and 
preparations to complete for the move which I am 
making on my return. 


I am giving up my apartment on East Sixty-second 


street when I leave this country at the end of August. On 
my return, I will spend some months in a hotel until I find 
a permanent abode. I decided it was impossible to hurry 
into a new home and that I would rather take life quietly, 
enjoy my trip abroad and come home to a temporary apart- 
ment until I find just where I want to live permanently in 
New York City.

THE PRESIDENT of a large 
firm unexpectedly walked into 
one of the company offices re- 
cently and found, although it 
was shortly after 10 my the 
place a=. except for one 
stenographer. The staff hap- 
pily wandered in a few min- 
utes later—a few of the Amer- 
icans who had enjoyed a new 
workaday custom, the coffee 
break. 


Some employers take a dim 
view of morning and afternoon 
refresher periods for obvious 
reasons, but the custom is so 
popular that most of them 
have, perforce, given in. To 
avoid a sometimes empty of- 
fice, many firms have installed 
coffee vending machines or 
permit a coffee and snack ven- 
dor to roll a cart through the 
premises twice a day. 


One Eastern printer has been 
doing a brisk business selling 
cards which have been popping 
up in offices in the area. They 
say, in bold, black letters: 


“To All Employes: 

“Due to increased competi- 
tion and the keen desire to re- 
main in business, we find it 
necessary to institute a new 
policy. 


“Effective immediately we 
are asking that somewhere be- 
tween starting and quitting 
time and without infringing too 
much on the time devoted to 
lunch period, coffee breaks, 
rest periods, story telling, 
ticket-selling, golfing, auto 
racing, horse selections, win- 
dow-gazing, vacation-planning 
and rehashing of yesterday's 
TV programs, that each em- 
ploye try to find some time 
that can be set aside and be 
known hereafter as The Work 
Break.” 

There may be some employ- 
ers who wish the morning and 
afternoon coffee break (it’s 
called a coffee break even if 
you're a tea or soft drink im- 
biber) were outlawed, and 
there certainly are numbers of 
coffee-breakers who find that 
a couple of extra snack periods 
add to weight problems. But 
the custom has growing accept- 
ance—particularly where it is 
organized—among some em- 
ployers who find that refresh- 
ment picks up flagging workers 


Coffee Break Is Here to Stay 


and actually pays off in more 
work. 


Regardiess of its merits or 
demerits, the coffee break 
seems here to stay—and it is 
making such people as snack 
manufacturers and, above all, 
the coffee industry, very, very 
happy. 


A recent survey indicated 
that currently 70,000,000 cups 
of coffee are being consumed 
daily in coffee breaks. Drinkers 
include 42 per cent of all men 
with jobs, 44 per cent of wom- 
en. with jobs and 27 per cent 
of all housewives (who used to 
call their mid-morning coffee 
a kaffeeklatch, but no more). 


The morning coffee break re- 
mains the more popular of the 
two usual periods—51 per cent 


of the breakers participate in 
the morning session. Sixteen 
per cent go for an afternoon 
cup, and 39 per cent sip on 
both occasions. This activity 
adds up to about three cups a 
day—a cup and one-half on an 
average, morning and after- 
noon. 

Apparently, there is still con- 
siderable organization work to 
be done in the break field: 30 
per cent of the drinkers are 
still running out to restaurants 
and eating places. However, 43 
per cent are buying beverages 
from carts and 17 per cent in 
company cafeterias. 

And why does the coffee 
business love the coffee break? 
This year it accounts for almost 
20 per cent of all the cups of 
coffee consumed in the nation.

Antarctic Continent

THERE IS some question as | 
to the man. who first saw the | 
mainiand of the Antarctic con- 


tinent. It may have been an 
American, Capt. Nathaniel 


to Palmer's Peninsula, or it 
may have been a British sea 
captain, Edward Bransfield. 


The question rests on this 
point: did one or the other mis- 
take an island for the main- 
land, or the mainland for an 
island? In any case both cap- 
tains were in the area of Pal- 
mer’s Peninsula (also known 
as Graham Land) 138 years ago. 

Much sailing took place in 
the waters around Antarctica 
during the remainder of the 
past century. Some of the ves- 
sels went there to hunt whales, 
others to explore the seas 
around the vast mass of snow- 
covered land. 

Chief among the sea explor- 
ers were British captains. One 
of those was James Weddell 
and another was James C. Ross. 

Ross, a sturdy Scotsman, was 
honored when his name was 
given to Ross Sea. The Wed- 
dell Sea was named for Wea- 
dell. 

Q. Who was the first man to 
set foot on the mainland of the 
Antarctic Continent? 

A. Capt. Leonard Christen- 
sen, a Norwegian, ig honored as
